March 15.—The 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics reports 
the receipt of a cablegram from the 
Indian director of statistics stating 
that, according to the second wheat 
forecast of the season, the area sown 
to wheat for the year 1930 is 29,871,- 
000 acres as compared with 32,011,000 
acres, the area finally reported for 
1929, and with 91,181,000 acres, the 
average for the years 1923 to 192%. 
As compared with 1929, the area now 
reported is 7.2 per cent less, and as 
compared with the five-year average, 
4.4 per cent less,
